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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The foUowing is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Michail et 
al. (USP 5767728). 

As to claim 18, Michail et al.'s figure 5 shows a method on an electronic circuit, 
comprising: generating hysteresis while decreasing high-current region and power consumption 
of an electronic device. 

As to claim 19, figure 5 shows the step of hmiting "through current" of the device when 
the device is switching with resistors (52 and 54) and feedback transistors (12 and 18). It is 
noted that NMOS with gate connected to Vdd and PMOS transistor with gate connected to 
ground are fimction as resistor. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Michail et al. 
(USP 5767728). 
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Michail et al.'s figure 5 shows all limitations of the claim except for the step of adjusting 
the hysteresis by altering the resistance of the resistors. However, it is notoriously well known 
that the hysteresis characteristic of the circuit figure 5 is determined by the resistance values of 
resistors 52 and 54. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
to make the resistors 52 and 54 variable for the purpose of flexibility controlling the hystersis 
characteristic of the circuit figure 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 - 1 7 and 2 1 -23 are allowed. 

Claims 1-17 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach the fourth and ninth 
feedback transistors connected as claimed. 

Claims 21-23 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest the third and 
sixth transistors are series connected between the second and fifth transistors.

These references are cited as interest because they show some circuits analogous to 
the claimed invention.
